: In the Senate, on the 1ith, the Fisheries
treaty being under considerstion, Mr. Gray
(Del) occupied most of the day's session ina
speech in favor of the treaty. The cre-
dentials of Senator Gibsos for his
next fterm were presented and laid om
the table....In the House, Mr. Herbert (Als.)
introduced & bill for an assistant
secretary of the navy. During the debate on
the Tariff bill, Mr. Wooldburn (Nev.) made a
bitter personal attack upon Mr. Cox (N. Y.) to
which, the latter made a comparatively tame
response. A bill to increase the police force of
the District of Columbia was passed. Unani-
mous consent was asked and objected to by Mr.
Breckinridge (Ala.) for the immediate consid-
cration of the joint resolution sppropriating
825,008 for the celebration of the tweniy-fifth
anniversary of the battie of Gettysburg.

Ix the Senate, on the I2th, Mr. Stewart gave
notice of important proposed amendments to
the Legislative Appropriation bill. and Mr.
Chandler offered a resolution looking to an in-
vestigation into the alleged election frauds
perpetrated in the late election in Louis‘anas
Senator Cullom addressed the Senate at some
length in favor of the proposed amendments to
the Inter-State law. The District of Columbia
Appropriation bill was also taken up and dis-
cussed......In the House, after two and a half
bhours of heated debate, the adverse report of
the post-office committee on the Taulbee reso-
lution, asking the Postmaster-Genersal for in-
formsation on the disallowed postmasters’
claims was agreed to, and the resolution laid
on the table.

In the Senate, on the 15th, the Fisheries
treaty furnished the principal subject of debate,
the leading feature of which was the speech
of Mr. Hale, of Maine, in reply to the resolution
offered by Mr. Morgan & few days ago. The
Distriot of Columbia Appropristion bill was
passed. Mr. Stewart’s resolution calling on the
Secretary of the Treasury for {nformation in
regard to bond sales since April 1, 1888 was
passed......In the House a sharp political sol-
loquy occurred between Messrs. Spinola,
Weber and Nutting, and Brumm and Russell on
the respective merita of Governer Hill and
President Cleveland. Discussion of the Tariff
bill was resumed, and occupied the remainder
of the session.

Ix the Senate, on the 14th, Mr. Sherman,
from the committee on toreign relations, re-
ported an amendment to the Sundry Civil Ap-
propriation bill, appropriating $224,500 for the
survey and re-location of the boundary monu-
ments on the Mexican border, as required by
treaty stipulation. A number of appropriation
and other bills were passed, after which the
Senate went into secret session for half an
Jour, and when the doors were reopened, the
bill appropriating $75,000 for thé reconstruc-
tion of the Government dam at the Rock Island

In the House, the
greater part of the day was passed in discuss-
ing the Tariff bill, on which eonsiderable pro-
gress was made. Unsuccesstul motions were
made to strike tin plate, glue and gellatin,
glycerine, extract of hemlock, phosphorus,
soap stocks and a large number of other arti-
cles from the free list: but on motion of Mr.
McMillen, of Teunessee, fish glue or isinglass
was restored to the existing rate. The dis-
cussion on amendmenta occupled the entire
d.y..

THE Senate was not in séssion on the 15th.
....In the House, Senate amendments to the
bill authorizing the construction of a bridge over
the Tennessee river, near Knoxville, were con-
ourred in, and the bill was passed. A couple of
private relief bills were passed, and the House,
on motion of Mr. McCreary, passed a resoclution
of eondolence on the death of Emperor Fred-
erick, and immediately took a recess until 8 p.
m., the evening session being devoted wo the
consideration of private pension bills.

A CLAY BANK in a brickyard at Menom-
onee, Wis., caved in, on the 13th, burying
seven men, two of whom were taken out
dead and terribly mangled; two died in a
few hours, and the remaining three had
legs and arms broken and internal in-
juries.

TeEe new registration of the city of
Baltimore, Md., is progressing slowly.
The books showed, on the 13th, a total of
51,577 names recorded.

BarcLAY PEaxe, who pleaded guilty at
M¢t. Holly, N. J., of murder in the second
degree for having shot and killed his
cousin, Katie Anderson, was sentenced,
on the 13th, to twenty years’ imprison-
ment.

TEE Bayview House, owned by Daniel
Thurber, situated at Water Island, South
Beach, opposite Patchogue, L. I, was
burned on the 13th.

Moses N. Gage, a prominent resident
of Hyde Park, Boston, was found dead in
his yard on the 12th. It was discovered
that he had cut his throat.

In the bicycle race for professionals at
Berlin, on the 13th, the American, Wood-
side, was second, and Temple, another
American, third. In anotherbicycle race
for professionals the first prize was won
by Temple, the second by Allard, of En-
gland, and the third by Woodside.

Louis BLEWSTEIN, proprietor of a sec-
ond-hand clothing store at Minneapolis,
Minn., shot himself on the 13th. The only
explanation he gave was that he was tired
of living. He died in a few hours.

ALBERT MiLLER, of Harrisborg, Pa.,
was sentenced, on the 13th, to two months’
imprisonment for kissing his sweetheart
on the street.

TweENTY-ONE Tories voted in opposition
to the British Government, on the 12th,
on the resolution directed against the
extravagance of the Admiralty Office.

A DISPATCH from Austria says that the
Queensland Ministry has resigned and
that Mr. McIlwraith is forming a cabinet.

The A. O. U. W. jubilee was held in St.
Joseph last week, and was a grand affair.

Henry Diekamper, {living in Bt. Louis,
fell down a flight of stairs a few nights
ago, and received such injuries that his
death followed a few minutes later. The
deceased was a German, sixty-three years
old, and leaves a wife and four children.

Vincent Bardot, the Carondelet French-
man who was arrested by Post-Office In-
spector Finley on the charge of taking
valuable letters at the post-office that did
not belong to him, was held in $500 bond
by Commissioner Crawford at 3t. Louis,
to await the action of the November
grand jury. .

The sixth annual convention of the Mis-
gouri Women’s Christian Temperance
Union was held in Kansas City last week,
with a good attendance. Miss Ella D.
Norris, corresponding secretary, reported
that 91 new unions had been organized in
the State during the year, 4,000 children
were in the leagues, 6) county conven-
tions had been held, 1,785 postal cards,
5,000 note-heads, 4,300 bill-heads and 1,000
semi-annual reports had been used.

John McCullough, a worthless fellow,
who permitted his wife to go out secrub-
bing rather than support her properly by
his own labor, shot her a few mornings
since on a public thoroughfare in St.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED.

Answers te Questions of General Impor-
tance to Those Interested in the Puklis
Echools. :

Superintendent W. E. Clemant sends
us the following queries and answers
which, if carefully perused, will impart
specific information upon points perti-
nent to the government and maintenance
of the public schoonls:

1. “Has the president of a school board the
right to vote on eack question submitted, or
only in case of o tie?

Answer. The president of s school board
votes upon each measure submitted by him to
the board; he hus one vote on each question
submitted, and only one. This istrue in all
cases where the presiding officer is elected by
the budy over which he presides. Speaker Car-
ilsle votes as a Representative from Kentnekys
Speaker Alexander votes as the representstive
from Daviess County, and the president of a
school board votes as the director of his dls-
trict. Neither of the three above mentioned
has a vote, as presiding officer.’in case of a tie.

2, “What must be dome with the building
fund on hand when notneeded for that pur-
pose®

Ans. Just let it remain in the hands of the
treasurer until it is needed for that purpose, us
itcan be used only for that purpose. Section
7073 and 04 Missouri 26. It can be used to
make repairs, build a cistern, make a fence to
inclose school grounds, or to improve the house
or grounds.

3. “Can a teacher be required to teach a sub-
ject not found upon his cettificate?”’

Ans. That will depend upon circumstances.
Belore the board can contract with a teacher,
such teacher must present a certificate, and
that “‘certificate must be in force for the full
time for which the contract is made.” Now,
suppose the teacher holds n “third-grade cer
tificate.” He presents it to the board and on it
the contract is made; nothing is sald about re-
quiring other subjects taught.

School opens, and the board reguires the
teacher to teach algebra, chemistry and phys-
ies: but he can not do it;: he has never studied
these subjects: he has never claimed to be
able to teach further, or more, than fis called
for on his certificate. The teacher can refuse
to teach them, and not viclate his coniract
Section 7045 requires the board to fix the grade
of the school: i. e., 1t requires the board to des-
ignate the work to be done—the branches to be
taught—and this being done and made known
when the eontract is made, will bind the teach-
er to teach whatever is therein ealled for; re-
fusal to teach the same would be a violation of
the contract made with the board.

The different grades of certificates corre-
spond with the different grades of schools, and
the board should require that the certificate
held by the teacher shall cover the work to be
done,

4. ‘‘Canthere be more than one school site
in a district having only three directors?”

Ans. The law provides for only one site in
such a district. Section 7146 provides that a
board of six directors can, “when the demands
require it and the funds have been duly votad,"
have more than one building site and erect
buildings thereon. When a sthool-house site
has been selected by the people, in a district
having only three directors, and a house erect-
ed thereon, all the children of the district can
attend school at the building, and the board
can not prevent them. Where a city, town or
village desires to maintain more than one
school, such district should comply with the
law, and organize under the prowvisions of sec-
tion 7142, and maintain such schools legally as
permitted by section 7146,

5. “What items may be considered at a spe-
¢ial meeting?

Ans. Any thing noi limited to the action of
the annual meeting car be attended to at a
specinl meeting calked and held in compliance
with the law for that purcose.

The following can be done only at the annual
meeting:

(a) Choose directors for three years; item
“second,” section %u3l. (b) Fill vacancy in
board: item *‘third,” section 70381, (¢) To de-
cide for or against any proposed change of
boundary lines or the formation of new dis
tricts; item *“*sixth,”” section T031.

(d) To vote for county commissioner; item
“eighth,” section 7131,

All other mgatters may be brought before a
special meeting, by giving twenty days’ notice,
as follows: (a) *“To vote a loan,” by section
7032,

(b) “To increase rate above 40 ocents for
school purposes:” séetion 7051, fourth item—
7050, 7001 and 7062,

(¢) “To vote a direct tax for bullding par-
poses:” section 7031—ninth item, 7060, 7061 and
7062,

In these three cases the board can call the
special meeting without any petition. Allother
special meetings must be called by petition ot
a majority of all the qualified voters of the dis-
trict, by section 7063,

6. “What are the steps necessary to vote a
loan and get the money?"’

Ans. The meeting must be called by the
board, the notices must be posted for twenty
days, and must specify the exact amount of the
loan and for what purpose; two-thirds
of the votes cast must favor such
loan; the board should secure the bonds,
have them registered with the State Auiitor,
and borrow the money on same: the money
must be deposited with the treasurer to the
credit of the building fund, and paid out by the
treasurer upon warrais duly issaed upon the
building fund of the district.

7. “Explain section T023, so far as it relates
to the number of children and wvalnation re-
quired."

Ans. Section 7028 requires that each newly-
formed district shall have thirty children and
£30,000 valuation, or thirty children and nine
square miles of territory; and no territory
thall be taken from any distriet that will
reduce it to less than thirty children and #30,000
valuuation, or less than thirty children and ning
square miles of territory; i e, every
new district, and every district whose territory
has beea reduced must contain, within its lim- -
its, thirty children of school age, and must
contain either $30,000 valuation or nine square
miles of land. ’

8 “Why was the time for the enumeration
changed from June to May "

Ans. This was done in order that the returns
could be made and the county clerk make his
report immediately after his settlement in
July, s0 that each county may receive its due
proportion of the State school moneys distrib-
uted the last of'July, upon the enumeration of
that year, and not upon the enumeration of the
year previous. -

A BOY INCENDIARY.

The Origin of the Million-Dollar Fire I |
Buffalo Last February Traced to a Four-
teen-Year-Old Cash Boy Who was Mad
at a Floor-Walker.

BurrFaro, N. Y., June 13.—The great
million-dollar fire in Buffalo on February
1, which destroyed the dry-goods house of
Barnes, Hengerer & Co., and seriously
damaged other property, will be remem-
hered. The origin was not definitely as-
certained, Hat it was supposed to have oc-
curred in some accidental manner in the
paper-room located in the basement.
The mystery has now been cleared up. !
Officers of Colonel Byrnes! Detective
Agency yesterday arrested one of the
cash boys named Andrew Howard, aged
fourteen, for stealing a watch in the store,
and were led to suspect that he knew
something about the origin of the great
fire. He has now made a full confession
that he started the fire himself., After
stating that he was on duty in the old
store on Mpnday morning, February 1, he
proceeded with his detailed story as fol-
lows: .

‘At 11:30 a. m. on that day I went
down inio she basement. I was -alone.
I picked np a stick and lighted it in
the gas. It went out. I then lighted it
again and s$uck it down into a pile of
waste paper in the paper-room. The pa-
per all took fire. I then ran up stairsand
took my seat in the hox where ths cash
boys sit. 1 started tha fire because I was
mad at Mr. Starring, a floor-walker. He
would not excause me to go to a funeral.
1 was to be one of the pall-bearers. When
I went into the basement it came into my
head. I then lighted the stick and set
fire. WhenI lighted the paper I did not
think it would burn down the building, I
like to see a big fire, if no one gets hart
or burned up. No person told me to set
the fire. Idid it myself. I did not tell
my mothér nor father that I set the store
on fire.””

He also admitted making two attempts
to fire the present store of Barnes, Hen-
gerer & Co.

The Monument to the Old Commander to
be Given s Conspicuous Position In One
of the Fingst Locations in the City, the
Site of the Coming Retall Business Cen-
ter of the Fauture Great.

The ordinance contains
a preamble explaining the aims and ob-
jects of the association and the action
taken by the directory. It provides thata
circle thirty feet in diameter in the
center of Twelfth street shall be
set aside. and properly inclosed
for the foundation and statue, and that
£2,000, or any part of itthat may be neces-
sary, shall be appropriated to pay the ex-
penses incident to making e grass plot
around the base and keeping the same in
condition. The association will provide
the statue and foundation. The ordinance
was introduced in the council last even-
ing, and was given its firsé reading.
